GOP LEADERS BACK OBAMA’S CALL FOR ACTION AGAINST SYRIA

WASHINGTON President Obama won the back- 
ing of key figures in Congress, including Repub- 
licans, in his call for limited strikes on Syria to 
punish President Bashar Assad for his suspected 
use of chemical weapons against civilians. 

Speaking after the United Nations said 2 mil- 
lion Syrians had fled a conflict that posed the 
greatest threat to world peace since the Vietnam 
war, Obama said the US. also has a broader plan 
to help rebels defeat Assad’s forces. 

In remarks that appeared to question the le- 
gality of US. plans to strike Syria without UN. 
backing, Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon said 
the use of force is legal only when it is in self- 
defense or with Security Council authorization. 

If UN. inspectors confirm the use of chemical 
weapons in Syria, the Security Council, which 
has been deadlocked on the z^A-year Syrian civil 
war, should overcome its differences and take 


action. Ban said. 

Having startled friends and foes alike by de- 
laying a punitive attack on Assad until Congress 
reconvenes and agrees, Obama met congressio- 
nal leaders at the White House to urge a prompt 
decision and assure them it did not mean anoth- 
er long war like Iraq or Afghanistan. 

John Boehner, the Republican speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and House Majority 
Leader Eric Cantor both pledged their support 
for military action after the meeting. 

Late Tuesday leaders of the US. Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee said they reached an 
agreement on a draft authorization for the use 
of military force in Syria that was much nar- 
rower than the request made by Obama, paving 
the way for a vote by the committee Wednesday 

Among other provisions, the draft, which was 
obtained by Reuters, sets a 60-day limit on US. 
military action in Syria, with a possibility of a

single 30 -day extension subject to conditions. 

The compromise deal reached by Sen. Rob- 
ert Menendez, the Democratic chairman of the 
panel, and Sen. Bob Corker, the top Republi- 
can, includes a provision banning any use of U.S. 
armed forces on the ground in Syria, according 
to the draft document. 

If the draft is approved by the committee on 
Wednesday it will be sent to the full Senate for 
a vote after members return Monday from their 
August recess.

Fundraising companies 
charge charities hefty 
price for street canvassing

Most days, they are easy to spot. Wearing 
brightly colored vests, the canvassers stand 
on Chicago sidewalks, quick to pose a ques- 
tion to passers-by: 

Do you have a minute for children in the 
developing world? 

What might not be as easy to see is that 
some of these fundraisers are employed by 
for-profit companies, which earn millions of 
dollars each year for persuading strangers to

Are the perfect seats 
just an app away?

Do the Wrigley rooftops have the best view of 
the diamond, or are they the most overrated 
seats in town? Is the United Center floor the 
place to be to catch the Bulls in action, or just 
a little too close for comfort? 

Debates like these are alive and well at 
rateyourseats.com, a Chicago-based startup 
founded by Keith Hanson, a West Loop resi- 
dent whose bad seats at a White Sox game 
three years ago prompted more than bad 
memories — they proved life-changing. 

After his less-than-notable experience, 
Hanson, 28, left his job in the pharmaceutical 
industry to create the site, which pairs ticket- 
buying services with user photos and reviews 
of seats at a variety of venues, including MLB, 
NBA, NFL and NHL games, NCAA basket- 
ball and football events, and a handful of con- 
certs. 

“It started as just a hobby,” said Hanson, 


who began collecting photos and reviews of 
venues before opening the site up to a larger 
market after launching in January 2012. 

The company is growing in popularity 
prompting the release of its first iPhone app 
last week. 

“We wanted people to initially rate seats 
and share photos, and that is best done with 
a mobile phone,” Hanson said. 

The app touts the same features as the web- 
site, plus a mobile-exclusive “Dream Seat Se- 
lector” feature, which allows ticket buyers to 
find the best seats in their price range. 

Hanson said the future of rateyourseats. 
com and the accompanying app will include 
more interactive content. 

“We want to make it easier to buy tickets, 
make comparisons, search photos and read 
reviews,” he said.

Think less “Austin Powers: The Spy Who Shagged Me” 
and more “Casino” when imagining this three-week-old 
cocktail lounge tucked behind Burke’s Bacon Bar in the 
James Chicago hotel. The bar channels the progres- 
sive, free-spirited vibe of the ’70s without losing the 
glamour associated with the decade’s cocktail culture. 

Retro drink: Rusty Nail ($16). Though it was created in 
the ’50s, the Rusty Nail hit its stride in the ’70s when, 
some say, it became a favorite of the “Rat Pack.” The 
drink was traditionally just scotch and Drambuie-a 
honey, herb and spice-flecked whiskey liqueur-but 
Jimmy updates the recipe with lavender bitters and a 
violet ice cube. 

Retro design: Designer Thomas Schlesser, whose 
Design Bureaux firm developed the look of The Violet 
Hour, Avec and Big Star, took the idea of wood panel- 
ing-so associated with ’70s homes-and made it work 
in a contemporary setting at Jimmy. The walnut wood 
panels are backlit, adding warmth and depth to the 
space peppered with retro-inspired couches and chairs.

In this age of Instagram, Mason jars and handlebar mustaches, it’s no 
surprise that retro-inspired bars are hot again. Chicago’s been hooked 
on craft cocktails since The Violet Hour opened in 2007, and many 
craft cocktail bars draw recipes from historic sources. Prohibition- 
era speakeasies and “Mad Men”-esque drinks have been the reigning 
styles for the past several years, but a new wave of bars expands the 
flashback to include the late 1930s tiki craze, 1970s glamour and even 
decades as recent as the early 1990s. The trend shows no signs of los- 
ing steam. And why should it, when everyone knows a history lesson 
goes down easier with a stiff drink in hand? Hop in our time machine

The tiki craze that inspired cocktail director 
Paul McGee’s month-old lounge below Bub 
City isn’t confined to the late ’30s and early 
’40s, but those were the years when America 
was craziest for all things umbrella, Hawaiian 
and beach-themed. Tiki bar pioneers Don the 
Beachcomber, Trader Vic and Stephen Crane 
had expanded their faux-Polynesian empires to 
major cities by this point, and many of McGee’s 
cocktails directly draw from their recipes. 

Retro drink: Three Dots and a Dash ($13). The 
left half of Three Dots’ menu is devoted to 


beer options plus $9 classic cocktails that are 
no gimmick. 

Retro drink: The Pimm’s Cup ($9). In addition 
to claiming the title of the bar’s most popular 
drink. The Pimm’s Cup also alludes to the bar’s 
mid-century motif. While astronauts landed on 
the moon and the Beatles rocked the world, 
English-based Pimm’s introduced two new reci- 
pes to its lineup, the rye-based No. 5 and the 
Pimm’s Vodka Cup (No. 6). It’s Pimm’s 
No. 1, though-a gin-based, spicy and cit- 
rusy recipe-that forms the base of The 
Drinkingbird’s Pimm’s Cup. 

Retro design: The Drinkingbird’s neon signs 
are an obvious and eye-catching reference to 
the ’60s, but the bar’s designer included more 
subtle elements as well. Look for a Sputnik 
lamp, a mid-century style of lighting fixture 
that resembles a satellite, as well as vintage 
glass tiles and tufted booths.

While alcohol technically was banned for more 
than a decade at the start of the 20th century, 
it was really no use trying to keep Americans 
from the bottle. Speakeasies, or illegal drink- 
ing spots, are the inspiration behind Untitled, a 
year-plus-old, 18,000-square-foot bar and res- 
taurant in River North that boasts a 328-bottle 
whiskey selection. 

Retro drink: Pistol Smoke ($13). You might 
not be able to smoke in bars any longer, but 
dim lighting and a haze of tobacco smoke 
would have been the norm during Prohibition. 
Conjure that vibe with this blended scotch and 
chamomile cocktail shaken with black and 
gold tobacco, lemon juice, simple syrup and 
vanilla. 

Retro design: Though the only truly speak- 
easy element of Untitled’s design is the lack 
of a sign, the 35 Angel’s Envy and Elijah Craig 
whiskey barrels-transported to Chicago from 
Bardstown, Ky.-that rim the outdoor patio on 
Carroll Avenue do evoke a bootlegging history. 


Coming attractions 

The throwback trend rolls ahead this fall with the opening of Analogue (2523 N. Milwaukee 
Ave.) from two former The Violet Hour bartenders, based on the punk bars and discos of 
’70s and ’80s Chicago. Also keep an eye out for The Punch House, a ’70s-inspired bar in the 
basement of Pilsen’s historic Thalia Hall (1227 W. 18th St.) set to open Sept. 26 from the crew 
behind Empty Bottle and Longman & Eagle. 


historic cocktails, and it’s the namesake drink 
that McGee suggests trying first. Named for 
the Morse code letter V (for victory), the cock- 
tail is a sweet-and-bitter double rum-based 
drink that emulates a creation from Don the 
Beachcomber’s 1940s-era bar in California. 

Retro design: Ukuleles on the walls, surf rock 
on the speakers and Hawaiian-print dresses on 
the servers all are fun, but it’s the custom tiki 
mugs that really make you want to whip out 
your camera phones. If you can’t bear to part 
with the vessel, take home your own ceramic 
Three Dots and a Dash-branded sea urchin 
mug for $20.

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John Legend refreshes 
*soul’ on his new album

LOS ANGELES There’s one second of sound 
on John Legend’s new album, “Love in the 
Future,” that sums up his current artistic 
mission. It’s on the delicate, gloomy track 
‘Asylum,” and the sound is a snare drum. Or 
rather a blast of raw, percussive white noise 
that punctuates his future-soul tale of a love 
“where we both go crazy” 

“We were leaning toward progressive, cool 
samples with space and minimalism,” Legend 
said. “How do you refresh a genre that’s so tra- 
ditional and classic?” 

Five years after his last album of original 
material (his 2010 collaboration with the 
Roots, “Wake Up!,” was a collection of ’60s 
and ’70s covers). Legend is asking what con- 
stitutes soul music in a time when technology 
can connect us in undreamed-of ways but also 
distract us from real emotion. 

“That’s part of what we were trying to an- 
swer with this album,” he said of his fourth 
solo album. “What’s the place for soul in 2013? 
This album is our answer.” 

“Love in the Future” was supposed to come 
sooner. After a successful run with the U.K. 
combo Sade, Legend had booked a high- 
profile fall 2012 arena tour, tied to his long- 
expected follow-up to 2 oo 8 ’s “Evolver.” But 
he scrapped it to finish work on the record, 
which tacked on an additional year. 

It was a rare crack in the armor for the con- 


summately professional 34-year-old singer 
and former management consultant. 

“I had to choose the lesser of two evils,” he 
said. “I hated the idea of letting fans down. 
But I’m defined by the quality of the experi- 
ence, on record and in performances. I want- 
ed to go out with new music, but I couldn’t go 
out without my best.” 

But if it took an extra year to get right, it 
shows in the record. “Love in the Future” can 
be read as a kind of distant cousin of Kanye 
West’s “"^ezus,” and not only because West (a 
longtime Legend collaborator) co-executive 
produced the album with fellow Legend vet 
Dave Tozer. If the wildly experimental, angry 
“"^ezus” is pure id and ego, “Love in the Fu- 
ture” is the grown-up superego tamping that 
raw emotion down while trying to make sense 
of it. 

The singer believes songs about the travails 
of love can be a starting point for empathy 
After several recent high-profile incidents of 
racially charged violence, that’s something 
America desperately needs. 

“Have you seen that film ‘Fruitvale Station’? 
The film is beautiful because its shows Oscar 
Grant as a human who didn’t deserve to die,” 
Legend said. “Part of the problem is we at- 
tach stereotypes to young black men walking 
in the dark. You don’t see him as human, you 
don’t know his hopes and fears. Art has a way 
of making you see other people’s humanity”

Right on the heels of the 50 th anniversary of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s “I Have a Dream” speech— which took 
place on Aug. 28, 1963— comes Court Theatre’s produc- 
tion of Katori Hall’s Olivier Award-winning two-person 
drama, “The Mountaintop,” which portrays the 39 -year- 
old Civil Rights leader on the eve of his 1968 assassination 
in Memphis, Tenn. In the play a restless King attempts 
to write a speech in his room at the Lorraine Motel when 
he’s interrupted by a maid named Camae. They strike up 
a conversation that reveals much about them both— and 
about American life in the 1960s. 

Taking on the role of Camae is 27-year-old Lisa Beasley 
a Gary Ind. native who has appeared in several recent pro- 
ductions with ETA Creative Arts Foundation and Black 
Ensemble Theater. 

We called Beasley to find out more about her character 
in the play acting in period pieces and what it was like to 
live around the corner from the Lorraine Motel in college.

The play is set in her 
college neighborhood: 

My school was literally 
around the corner from 
the Lorraine Motel. As a 
college student, I didn’t 
stop and reverence the 
Lorraine Motel; I just 
walked past it every 
single day. And so when 
I read the play and it 
came back up, I was like, 
“I was right there-that’s 
crazy!” 

What she has in com- 
mon with her charac- 
ter: She’s a firecracker. 
Sometimes she talks 
before she thinks- 
I’m working on that. 
[Laughs] ... She has a 
way of working a con- 
versation where she’ll 
get you to see her side 
without beating it over 
your head.” 


What you can expect 
from the show: “Expect 
to see a more real side 
of King, the human side. 
This is the person who 
steps off of the podium, 
just like we do in our 
everyday lives-we 
have our mom face, we 
have our teacher face. 
[Laughs] What do you 
do when you go home 
and you close the door 
and you’re like, “Oh! I’m 
tired,” you know? 

Little-known MLK fact: 

Some people didn’t 
know that Dr. King 
smoked! One of our 
main promo pictures 
is a picture of the actor 
playing King smoking, 
and some people find 
that shocking. 


What she discovered 
researching the play’s 
context: The “I Have a 
Dream” speech-the “I 
Have a Dream” part that 
everybody knows-was 
actually ad-libbed. That 
wasn’t transcribed into 
what he had at the po- 
dium with him that day. I 
thought that was cool. 

She’s also a perfor- 
mance poet: I haven’t 
been able to do as many 
live performances as I 
used to do when I was 
in L.A., so I’ve taken to 
YouTube like everybody 
else. My thing is, I got a 
world audience on my 
computer. [Beasley’s 
“Look It Up Kid” video 
has more than 300,000 
views.] The last piece 
that I’d written is on my 
YouTube channel, Lisa B. 


Poetry. I wrote a poem 
about Trayvon Martin 
and it’s been getting 
some pretty good views. 
The conversation that 
has been sparked be- 
hind that ordeal also ties 
in with our piece [“The 
Mountaintop”]-itjust 
starts conversation. 

On life in Hyde Park: I 

like to take a stroll and 
look at the beautiful 
mansions. Sometimes 
if there isn’t parking on 
my block and I have to 
park in front of one of 
those big mansions, I 
pretend like it’s mine. 
[Laughs] And I love 
strolling 53rd [Street]. 
The Sit Down Cafe is 
one of my favorite 
places. I still get just the 
California roll; I don’t get 
nothing new. [Laughs] 


Why she likes period 
pieces: I like to explore 
time periods that I 
wasn’t around for. And 
usually with these pe- 
riod pieces, there’s a lot 
of truth in them. ... I do 
enjoy playing stuff from 
the ’50s and ’60s and 
’70s. “[From] Doo Wop 
to Hip Hop” [at Black 
Ensemble Theater] did 
have some ’80s influ- 
ences and that was fun. 
But I’m ready to act 
in something that’s ... 
give me the ’90s! I’m a 
’90s girl! I’m ready to 
wear some big overalls 
with one strap down. 
[Laughs]
